P  XTRAORDINARY  praise  has 
^-^  been  bestowed  on  the  fine  new 
Harkness  Memorial  Quadrangle  at 
Yale  University  and  particularly  its 
chief  tower,  which  rises  most  beauti- 
fully in  a  tapering  mass  of  lacelike 
tracery  to  the  high  sky. 

It  is  hardly  too  much  to  say  that 
this  marks  the  farthest  advance  of 
American  collegiate  architecture  up 
to  the  present  time.  In  the  minds  of 
those  of  us  whose  colleges  are  com- 
mitted to  the  Colonial  and  Georgian 
type  of  building  it  raises  serious 
questions.  Were  we  wise  in  adopting 
the  less  lofty,  the  less  spiritual,  form? 
Can  any  Georgian-housed  university 
be  so  impressive  in  its  externals  as 
one  that  borrows  the  beauties  of  Eu- 
ropean Medievalism,  adapts  them  to 
modern  scholastic  uses  and  gives 
them  an  individualistic  American 
touch  without  violation  of  the  his- 
toric Gothic  principle? 

This  is  not  an  easy  question  to  an- 
swer. The  University  of  Virginia 
has  built  itself  a  dignified  habitat 
along  Colonial  lines  and  on  a  monu- 
mental scale.  Other  instances  of  sim- 
ilar success  will  come  to  mind.  But 
at  Brown  we  have  carried  out  our 
Colonial  scheme  in  haphazard  fash- 
ion, adding  structures  at  intervals  of 
several  years  and  failing  to  secure 
any  considerable  impression  of  archi- 
tectural unity. 

For  example,  our  main  approach 
from  down  town  is  flanked  on  one 
side  by  the  ponderous  classic  walls  of 
the  John  Hay  Library — a  dignified 
edifice  in  white  marble;  while  on  the 
other  side  of  the  street  is  the  com- 


paratively diminutive  Administra- 
tion Building  done  in  red  brick  in 
the  American  grammar-school  fash- 
ion. Surely  here  our  intention  of  hav- 
ing a  harmonious  architectural  plan 
fell  down. 

Perhaps  some  day  a  fine  marble 
structure  will  occupy  the  present  site 
of  the  Administration  Building.  It 
would  be  entirely  practicable  to  move 
the  latter  to  a  site  farther  south  on 
Prospect  street  or  to  one  on  George 
street — if  we  owned  the  land. 


npHE  Alumni  Monthly  for  many 
years  has  favored  a  resumption 
of  rowing  at  Brown.  The  Providence 
Journal  takes  a  similar  stand.  And 
the  Brown  Daily  Herald  says : 

The  Providence  Journal  prints  the  news 
that  Harvard  has  eighteen  crews  practic- 
ing daily  on  the  Charles  River,  at  the  same 
time  noting  that  Brown  has  not  a  single 
shell  on  the  Seekonk.  Every  day  we  read 
that  this  college  and  that  is  calling  out 
candidates  for  crew  practice,  and  as  we 
glance  at  the  trophies  which  Bi'owti  oars- 
men of  former  years  have  left  behind  them 
we  wonder  why  the  university  completely 
overlooks  this  popular  sport  to-day. 

When  rowing  was  included  in  the  athletic 
activities  of  Brown,  it  always  enjoyed  great 
popularity,  and  the  consensus  of  student 
sentiment  about  the  campus  assures  that 
a  return  of  this  sport  would  be  highly 
welcome. 

Brown  was  a  much  smaller  university 
than  it  is  to-day  when  rowing  was  aban- 
doned because  of  the  prohibitive  cost.  To 
be  sure,  there  is  considerable  expense  in 
maintaining  a  crew  and  there  can  be  no 
income.  But  other  colleges  as  small  as 
Bi-own  maintain  crews,  depending  upon  the 
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revenue  from  other  sports  to  defray  ex- 
penses. If  the  local  athletic  association  is 
not  in  a  position  to  finance  this  new  sport 
entirely,  it  seems  that  the  necessary  money 
could  be  subscribed  in  some  way. 

The  return  of  rowing  to  Brown  does  not 
merely  mean  that  the  college  would  be 
represented  in  another  field  of  sport.  It  is 
the  policy  of  the  university  to  place  as 
many  men  as  possible  in  athletics,  for  the 
physical   condition    of   the   college   man   is 


we  get  two  rival  boats  on  the  See- 
konk,  the  better.  There  are  boats 
enough  to  be  had  for  little  or  nothing, 
and  men  enough  to  fill  them. 

Rowing  is  becoming  a  more  popu- 
lar college  sport  every  year.  Tech 
now  has  a  crew.  Princeton  has 
eighteen  crews  in  practice.  To  say 
that  it  is  impracticable  to  start  row- 
ing on  a  modest  scale  at  Brown  is

regarded  with  importance  equal  to  his 
scholastic  standing.  Rowing  would  peiTnit 
many  men  not  now  engaged  in  sports  to 
go  in  for  athletics. 

We  do  not  mean,  necessarily,  that  Brown 
should  be  represented  at  once  by  a  'Varsity 
crew.  It  would  probably  be  difiicult  to 
place  a  successful  outfit  on  the  river  this 
spring.  But,  should  rowing  be  introduced 
this  year  as  an  interclass  sport,  it  would 
provide  a  healthful,  invigorating  form  of 
exercise,  and  would  throw  light  on  material 
which  might  make  up  a  'Varsity  team  next 
year. 

To  this  we  say  amen.     The  sooner 


equivalent  to  confessing  a  strange 
inferiority  to  our  neighbors,  the  row- 
ing colleges  of  America. 

The  preparatory  schools,  with  re- 
sources much  inferior  to  ours,  are 
introducing  the  sport.  Many,  indeed, 
have  maintained  it  for  years. 

And  many  desirable  boys  would 
come  from  them  to  Brown  if  we  in- 
cluded aquatics  on  our  athletic  cal- 
endar. 

Around  no  other  college  sport  does 
such   romance   and   sentiment   cling. 
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No  other  has  evoked  such  traditions 
and  such  balladry. 

Brown's  first  crew  was  formed  in 
1857,  only  five  years  after  the  first 
race  between  Yale  and  Harvard.  In 
that  year,  as  Judge  George  T.  Brown 
'73  has  written,  "the  calm  waters  of 
the  Seekonk  were  made  to  ripple 
with  the  oars  of  these  jolly  tars.  In 
1859  at  Worcester  Brown  rowed  Yale 
and  Harvard.  Handicapped  by  her 
cumbersome  lapstreat  the  Atalanta, 
she  was  beaten  by  the  rival  shells, 
which  weighed  150  pounds  less. 
Again  in  1860  Brown  rowed  against 
Yale  and  Harvard,  but  as  her  shell 
weighed  only  112  pounds  it  went  to 
pieces  in  the  race. 

From  these  remote  beginnings  a 
rowing  system  grew  up  after  the  war, 
and  Brown  won  one  glorious  victory 
on  Quinsigamond.  What  a  pity  the 
sport  died  out  in  the  middle  eighties. 

But  it  is  never  too  late  to  mend. 
Brown  must  some  day  become  a  boat- 
ing college  again.  We  look  forward 
hopefully  to  the  renewed  plash  of 
brown-tipped  oars  on  the  Seekonk 
and  to  a  renewal  of  the  old  charm 
and  poesy  that  no  other  student  sport 
has  ever  awakened. 


CINCE  the  preceding  editorial  was 
'^  written,  a  movement  for  the  re- 
sumption of  rowing  at  Brown  has 
taken  shape.  The  initiative  comes 
from  Donald  L.  Grant  of  Brookline, 
Mass.,  who  formerly  rowed  on  the 
Huntington  School  crew  and  after- 
ward started  an  eight  at  Tufts  Col- 
lege, where  he  was  an  undergraduate 
for  a  year  before  coming  to  Brown. 

A  meeting  was  held  in  the  Brown 
Union  Auditorium  on  April  seventh, 
concerning  which  the  Herald  says : 

A  crowd  of  crew  enthusiasts  gathered 
in  the  Union  Auditorium  in  response  to  a 
call  issued  by  the  Herald  Thursday  for  a 
meeting  of  undergraduates  who  are  inter- 


ested in  restablishing  rowing  in  Brown. 
The  meeting  took  the  form  of  a  general  dis- 
cussion, and  several  men  addressed  the 
men  informally,  each  one  offering  a  plan 
whereby  rowing  interests  could  be  fur- 
thered. The  general  trend  of  the  discus- 
sion was  towards  forming  a  University 
Boat  Club  in  connection  with  a  local  row- 
ing organization  which  would  allow  a  large 
number  to  enjoy  the  sport  as  they  saw  fit 
rather  than  simply  selecting  a  few  men  and 
attempting  to  organize  a  ci-ew. 

It  was  pointed  out  that  the  rowing  move- 
ment could  not  expect  to  get  support  from 
the  athletic  association  or  the  alumni  finan- 
cially in  the  immediate  future  because  of 
their  efforts  being  entirely  taken  up  with 
plans  for  a  new  gymnasium  and  proposals 
for  a  new  athletic  field.  But  it  was  believed 
that  a  movement  backed  entirely  by  stu- 
dents would  do  much  to  prepare  the  way 
for  the  sport  in  the  future,  and  immediately 
make  Brown  a  rowing  university,  if  not 
one  which  supported  an  eight  oared  'Var- 
sity crew. 

D.  L.  Grant  '23  told  briefly  what  had 
been  done  at  Tufts  recently  to  establish  the 
sport,  and  he  was  followed  by  several  other 
men  of  rowing  experience  who  all  presented 
valuable  suggestions. 

It  was  finally  decided  to  place  the  entire 
matter  in  the  hands  of  a  committee  which 
should  communi-cate  with  Dr.  Marvel,  direc- 
tor of  athletics,  Dr.  Arnold,  director  of 
non-athletic  activities,  and  Professor  Hill, 
chaii-man  of  committee  on  student  organi- 
zations. The  following  men  were  appointed 
on  the  committee:  R.  S.  Brown  '22,  D.  L. 
Grant  '23,  L.  M.  Hinson  '25,  and  M.  H. 
Imlay  '25. 

Thus  a  real  beginning  has  been 
made  toward  a  Brown  rowing  system. 
We  rejoice  in  it. 


/^NE  of  the  perplexing  questions 
^^  that  is  sure  to  demand  a  careful 
settlement  in  the  future  is  that  of  the 
relations  of  the  Women's  College  to 
the  Men's  Undergraduate  Depart- 
ment of  the  University. 

At  the  present  time  it  is  officially 
the  Women's  College  in  Brown  Uni- 
versity,    and    it    will    continue,    of 
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course,  as  an  integral  part  of  the 
larger  institution. 

But  will  it  retain  its  present  name 
or  acquire  a  distinctive  one  like  Rad- 
cliffe  at  Harvard  and  Barnard  at  Co- 
lumbia? And  will  the  tendency  be 
toward  a  larger  consolidation  of 
men's  and  women's  classes  or  in  the 
direction  of  a  more  complete  segre- 
gation ? 

In  last  month's  issue  of  this  mag- 
azine we  printed  an  interesting  ex- 
pression of  opinion  from  President 
Chapin  S.  Newhard  of  the  Senior 
class,  who  represented  the  student 
body  at  the  recent  meeting  of  the 
Advisory  Board  of  the  Alumni.  Mr. 
Newhard  said : 

"During  the  past  two  years,  and  more 
particularly  the  last  few  months,  there  has 
been  a  noticeable  increase  in  the  serious- 
ness of  the  Pembroke  problem.  Brown  has 
never  been  co-educational — it  has  prided 
itself  on  the  fact — and  in  the  past  there 
has  always  been  a  decided  barrier  between 
the  two  institutions.  Gradually,  however, 
this  barrier  has  been  broken  down  until 
to-day  we  are  on  the  verge  of  having,  from 
all  external  appearances,  a  co-educational 
University.  Girls  are  seen  all  over  the 
campus — girls  are  mixed  with  the  men  in 
many  classes — and  girls  pack  the  John  Hay 
Library,  going  there,  as  one  of  them  said, 
only  to   make   engagements.     As   you   can 


readily  guess,  the  trouble  is  that  the  in- 
mates of  the  Women's  College  have  become 
too  attractive,  and  the  men  have  conse- 
quently weakened  until  we  have  the  present 
situation.  Naturally  there  is  a  very  strong 
feeling  against  this  invasion — not  because 
of  dislike  for  the  individuals  but  because  it 
is  well  known  that  co-education  weakens 
an  institution — and  sentiment  urges  that 
every  means  be  taken  to  entirely  separate 
the  two  institutions.  The  men  do  not  want 
the  women  on  the  campus — they  do  not 
want  them  in  their  classes.  As  Harvard 
has  its  Radcliffe  and  Columbia  its  Barnard, 
so  should  Brown  have  its  Pembroke." 

We  believe  that  graduates  of  the 
Women's  College  should  receive  the 
Brown  University  diploma — not  its 
mere  equivalent,  but  we  agree  with 
the  main  views  expressed  by  Mr. 
Newhard.  There  can  be  no  doubt 
that  they  represent  the  general  judg- 
ment of  undergraduate  men  and 
alumni  alike. 

Of  course  the  two  colleges  cannot 
be  kept  entirely  distinct  unless  more 
endowment  is  forthcoming  for  the 
Women's  College,  but  in  the  mean- 
time, in  our  opinion,  which  we  are 
confident  reflects  that  of  our  constit- 
uency, every  possible  eff'ort  should  be 
made  to  minimize  the  coalescing  pro- 
cess of  which  the  president  of  the 
Senior  class  complains. 


THE    SECRET    OF    SUCCESS

O  ABE  RUTH  has  broken  his  pre- 
vious  wonderful  record.  Among 
the  various  reasons  that  have  been 
given  for  his  success,  no  one  has  ven- 
tured to  suggest  luck.  Common  sense 
tells  us  that  there  must  be  a  reason 
within  the  domain  of  control.    A  year 


ago  a  journalist  pronounced  opti- 
mism to  be  the  ultimate  cause  of  the 
famous  batsman's  home  runs ;  but, 
surely,  to  clothe  optimism  with  such 
powers  is  to  darken  counsel.  Wil- 
kins  Micawber  was  an  optimist.  All 
the  ODtimism  that  Babe  Ruth  needs 
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is  enough  to  persuade  him  that  he  has 
a  fighting  chance  to  make  a  four-base 
hit.  He  must,  of  course,  have 
strength  and  quickness  of  eye  and 
muscle,  but  others  have  these  quali- 
ties and  yet  make  no  such  record  as 
he.  What  is  the  secret?  Let  us  see 
if  we  can  find  an  illustration  in 
another  field. 

The  late  Professor  Genung  of  Am- 
herst wrote  an  extremely  clear  and 
beautiful  hand.  When  asked  to  re- 
veal the  secret  of  his  penmanship,  he 
replied  that  it  was  simply  never  to 
write  any  other  way.  That  is  to  say, 
whenever  he  took  up  his  pen  it  was, 
in  point  of  calligraphy,  to  make  a 
home  run.  So  with  Babe  Ruth,  he 
goes  to  the  bat  resolved  to  do  nothing 
less  than  make  a  one-hundred  per 
cent,  success.  That  success  being 
within  the  range  of  his  powers,  he 
achieves  it  with  a  frequency  that  as- 
tonishes the  world. 

Now,  what  I  am  interested  in  is 
not  Babe  Ruth  but  success  in  the 
larger  ventures  of  life,  and  particu- 
larly, for  the  moment,  academic  suc- 
cess.    It  is  perfectly  certain  that  we 


cannot  all  match  the  penmanship  of 
Professor  Genung  any  more  than  we 
can  rival  him  in  grace  of  style  as  an 
essayist.  Not  every  ball-player,  even 
professional,  has  the  physical  quali- 
ties necessary  to  make  him  a  Babe 
Ruth.  We  cannot  all  register  one 
hundred  per  cent.  From  this  fact 
two  conclusions  should  be  drawn: 
one,  that  we  should  not  keep  on  in 
any  undertaking  in  which  we  find 
that  our  best  is  very  far  below  the 
best  obtainable;  the  other,  that  we 
never  know  what  our  best  is  until  we 
have  put  every  ounce  of  our  ability 
into  the  effort.  No  student  has  any 
business  to  be  in  college,  wasting  his 
opportunity  and  the  time  of  his 
teachers,  who  is  not  putting  his  hun- 
dred per  cent,  into  his  work.  To  do 
so,  to  run  on  a  low  gear  over  one's 
college  course,  is  to  acquire  the  habit 
of  failure  or,  what  is  even  worse,  of 
non-success.  Successful  men  are 
never  willing  to  fail  in  even  the 
slightest  effort.  They  know  instinct- 
ively, if  not  theoretically,  that  they 
cannot  afford  to.  They  achieve  suc- 
cess because  they  never  let  themselves 
fall  belowNt. 


SWIMMING    AND    STRENGTH 

TESTS 


By  Leslie  E.  Swain 


There  have  been  published  in  the  Brown 
Alumni  Monthly  from  time  to  time  inter- 
esting statistics  on  the  number  of  entrants 
to  college,  their  geographic  distribution, 
their  church  preferences,  their  psychologi- 
cal tests,  their  scholastic  averages  by  fra- 
ternities, etc.  I  have  found  these  interest- 
ing, especially  when  comparisons  have  been 
made  with  other  years.  The  Physical 
Training  Department  has  prepared  statis- 
tics which  it  believes  will  be  of  interest  to 
the  alumni  with  regard  to  the  entrants  in 


their  strength  tests  and  in  their  swimming 
tests. 

Three-hundred  and  fifteen  swimming 
tests  were  passed  without  lessons  up  to  the 
beginning  of  the  winter  gymnasium  work. 
In  the  100  yard  swim  the  average  time 
made  was  two  minutes,  eight  and  seven- 
tenths  seconds.  It  is  interesting  to  com- 
pare this  with  Davy  Jones's  intercollegiate 
record  in  the  100  yard  swim  of  55  3-5  sec- 
onds. In  the  50  yard  back  stroke  swim  the 
average  time  was  1  minute,  26  4-10  seconds. 
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In  this  event,  Jones's  time,  which  is  the 
Brown  and  the  Colgate  Hoyt  pool  record, 
is  32  seconds.  54.9  per  cent,  of  these  tests 
in  the  100  yard  swim  were  average  or  bet- 
ter; in  the  50  yard  back  stroke,  64.4  per 
cent  were  average  or  better. 

The  three  best  times  in  the  100  yard 
swim  were  made  by  the  following: 

S.  Metzger,  Jr.,  '25,  1  minute,  9  seconds. 

T.  K.  Ferry  '25,  1  minute,  11  seconds. 

E.  B.  Kelly,  Jr.,  '25,  1  minute,  13  2-5  sec- 
onds. 

The  three  best  times  in  the  50  yard  back 
stroke  were  made  by  the  following: 

B.  M.  Lease  '24,  45  2-5  seconds. 

A.  Aikens  '25,  48  seconds. 

W.  E.  Fanning  '25,  48  seconds. 

All  these  men  worked  on  the  swimming- 
squad  with  Coach  Charlie  Huggins. 

S.  Metzger  has  shown  vast  improvement 
and  assisted  materially  in  the  victories  of 
the  team. 

Complete  time  records  have  not  been 
kept  for  the  elementary  swimming  tests  be- 
fore, therefore  no  accurate  comparisons 
are  possible  with  other  years. 

Professor  Fred  W.  Marvel  has  just  com- 
pleted the  strength  tests  for  the  new  men. 
It  is  most  gratifying  to  find  the  whole  class 
up  to  a  higher  physical  standing  than  that 
-of  last  year.     The  average  strength  test  is 


574.8.  But  only  47.5  per  cent,  of  the  class 
is  above  this  average.  The  average  of  the 
ten  strongest  men  in  987.3.  Last  year's 
class  had  an  average  of  only  540.4  in  their 
strength  test,  but  57.1  per  cent,  were  above 
the  average.  The  average  of  the  ten 
strongest  men  last  year  was  only  862.8. 
This  looks  encouraging  for  Brown  athletics 
for  the  next  three  years.  The  three  high- 
est men  in  this  year's  tests  are:

CORPORATION    AFFAIRS 


The  monthly  meeting  of  the  Advisory 
and  Executive  Committee  was  held  in  the 
President's  office  on  Friday,  March  10,  at 
2.30  p.  m.  The  report  of  the  Superintend- 
ent of  Grounds  was  presented  and  placed 
on  file. 

A  report  was  presented  from  the  Com- 
mittee composed  of  members  of  the  Cor- 
poration and  alumni,  on  New  Gymnasium 
and  Athletic  Fields.  This  report  showed 
prolonged  study  and  careful  compilation  of 
data  in  over  fifty  institutions.  Certain  def- 
inite recommendations  were  made  regard- 
ing particular  pieces  of  property  and  in- 
quiries as  to  University  policy.  It  was  re- 
ported that  progress  had  been  made  in  se- 
curing a  portion  of  the  Metcalf  Botanical 
Garden  for  athletic  sports. 


Reports  were  also  presented  from  the 
Committee  of  Management  of  the  Brown 
Union  and  the  Committee  on  the  Brown 
Union  Dining-room,  from  which  it  appeared 
that  the  Committee  of  Management  pro- 
poses to  purchase  the  "Sodette"'  and  con- 
duct it  as  a  part  of  the  dining-room. 

The  Committee  on  Plans  and  Policies 
presented  a  partial  report. 

The  Comptroller  presented  the  Univer- 
sity budget  for  1922-23.  Action  was  taken 
on  many  items  and  others  deferred  to  a 
special  meeting  to  be  held  two  weeks  later. 

A  special  meeting  of  the  Advisory  and 
Executive  Committee  was  held  in  the  Pres- 
ident's office,  Friday,  March  24.  The  re- 
port of  the  Superintendent  and  Comp- 
troller was  presented  and  placed  on  file. 

The  Treasurer  requested  authority  to  sign 
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certain  documents  regarding  the  title  to 
certain  pieces  of  property. 

It  was  voted  to  return  to  the  use  of 
parchment  in  preparing  University  diplo- 
mas, those  diplomas  having  been  printed 
on  heavy  paper  during  the  War,  when  it 
was  practically  impossible  to  secure  parch- 
ment. 

The  proper  uses  and  arrangements  for 
sabbatic  years  taken  by  members  of  the 
Faculty  were  discussed  at  length. 

A  request  for  the  printing  of  a  new  bul- 
letin regarding  the  Engineering  Depart- 
ment was  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
University  Printing. 

The  possible  sites  for  new  buildings  were 
discussed.  The  need  of  a  Dean  of  Fresh- 
men was  explained  and  discussed. 

The  remainder  of  the  afternoon  was  de- 
voted to  the  budget  for  the  year  1922-23. 


The  regular  monthly  meeting  of  the  Ad- 
visory and  Executive  Committee  of  the  Cor- 
poration was  held  in  the  President's  office 
on  Friday,  April  14th,  at  2.30  p.  m. 

The  report  of  the  Superintendent  of 
Buildings  was  presented  and  placed  on  file. 
A  report  from  the  Committee  on  Larger 
Provsion  for  Physical  Training  and  Athletic 
Sports  was  presented  from  the  chairman, 
Paul  C.  DeWolf.  The  committee  was  not 
ready  to  make  specific  recommendations 
regarding  a  new  gymnasium,  but  presented 
detailed  recommendations  regarding  devel- 
opment of  athletic  fields.     A  repoi't  from 


the  Committee  on  Scholarships  was  pre- 
sented from  Professor  Huntington,  chair- 
man. 

The  President  reported  that  John  Carter 
Brown  Woods  would  soon  present  to  the 
University  a  portrait  of  his  father,  Mar- 
shall Woods,  and  that  Mr.  Abbate,  the 
sculptor  of  the  bust  of  Dante,  had  pre- 
sented to  the  John  Hay  Library  a  fine  plas- 
ter cast  entitled  "Fiat  Voluntas  Tua," 

The  President  called  attention  to  the 
need  of  more  space  for  the  Romance  De- 
partment, the  present  seminaries  and  office 
space  being  quite  inadequate.  It  was  voted 
to  fix  up  larger  quarters  for  this  depart- 
ment during  the  summer. 

$100  was  voted  as  an  appropriation  for 
the  Employment  Bureau  of  the  Brown 
Christian  Association. 

It  was  voted  to  authorize  the  Library 
Committee  to  transfer  the  Corthell  Library 
to  the  Engineering  Building,  in  order  to  fa- 
cilitate its  larger  use  and  thus  carry  out 
more  fully  the  purposes  of  the  donor — this 
to  be  done  with  the  consent  of  the  heirs. 

It  was  voted  that  the  rules  governing  the 
absence  of  professors  for  a  sabbatic  year 
be  so  modified  that  in  exceptional  cases 
and  under  definite  restrictions  a  professor 
may  be  absent,  not,  as  hitherto,  for  a  whole 
year  on  half  salary,  but  for  a  half  year  on 
full  salary,  provided  this  can  be  done  with- 
out expense  to  the  University. 

The  remainder  of  the  afternoon  was 
spent  in  discussing  various  University  prop- 
erties and  their  development.

A   PUBLICITY    RECOMMENDATION

"The  executive  committee,  Associated 
Alumni  of  Brown  University,  respectfully 
recommends  to  the  President  and  Corpo- 
ration of  the  University  the  establishment 
of  a  permanent  publicity  department  under 
the  direction  of  a  trained  specialist  in  pub- 
licity work,  a  man  who  will  cooperate  with 
the  University  and  the  alumni  in  keeping 
the  public  properly  informed  on  the  needs, 
problems  and  achievements  of  the  Univer- 
sity."

NEW  LABORATORY 

Work  on  the  Metcalf  Chemical  Labora- 
tory is  going  steadily  forward.  The  build- 
ing is  the  gift  of  Jesse  Houghton  Metcalf 
in  memory  of  his  father.  It  will  be  con- 
structed of  red  brick  with  white  trimmings, 
in  the  style  of  the  Colonial  period.  The 
site  is  on  the  corner  of  Waterman  and 
Thayer  streets  extending  along  Thayer 
street  to  the  Soldiers  Memorial  Arch. 

The  first  floor  of  the  laboratory  will  be 
devoted  to  study  of  organic  chemistry. 
There  will  be  a  main  laboratory  accommo- 
dating 60  students,  and  at  the  north  end 
an  auditorium  with  a  seating  capacity  of 
270.  The  remainder  of  the  first  floor  will 
be  taken  up  with  smaller  laboratories,  lec- 
ture rooms,  and  offices. 

The  second  floor  will  be  devoted  to  inor- 
ganic and  physical  chemisti-y.  The  plan 
of  the  floor  will  be  the  same  as  the  ground 
floor  with  the  exception  that  a  library  will 
occupy  the  space  above  the  auditorium. 
The  library  will  contain  complete  editions 
of  books  on  chemistry. 

The  third  floor  will  be  given  up  to  qual- 
itative and  quantitative  analysis  and  will 
be  on  the  same  plan  as  the  floors  below. 
There  will  be  a  large  laboratory  on  every 
loor.     In  the  basement  will  be  the  receiv- 


ing and  unpacking  rooms  as  well  as  storage 
spaces  and  special  laboratories. 

The  work  is  being  pushed  to  complete 
the  building  in  as  short  a  time  as  is  con- 
sistent with  good  workmanship.  The  ar- 
chitects are  Day  and  Klauder  of  Philadel- 
phia, and  the  contractors  are  the  Edward 
Corning  Company  of  New  York.

Brown  University  will  receive  a  consid- 
erable sum  for  the  Women's  College  under 
the  terms  of  the  will  of  Miss  A.  Alice 
Bridge,  a  native  of  Providence,  who  went 
to  England  13  years  ago  and  had  lived 
abroad  most  of  the  time  since,  chiefly  in 
Egypt.  She  died  at  Harrowgate,  Eng.,  on 
April  3d.  Her  father,  George  Bridge,  was 
a  merchant  on  Exchange  place,  Providence, 
dealing  in  dyestuffs  and  chemical  printing 
supplies.  Most  of  the  estate,  valued  at 
approximately  $300,000,  is  divided  into  2-5 
parts,  one  of  which  goes  to  Brown. 

Sevellon  Brown,  managing  editor  of  The 
Providence  Journal,  gave  the  first  of  a 
series  of  talks  on  cui-rent  problems  at 
Sayles  Hall,  on  the  evening  of  April  10.

J.  Barrett  Botsford  of  the  History  De- 
partment appears  as  the  editor  of  a  new 
Hellenic  History,  which  has  lately  come 
from  the  MacMillan  Press.

training  for  students  of  business.  He  will 
also  preside  at  a  joint  meeting  of  the  Amer- 
ican Society  of  Mechanical  Engineers  and 


the  Society  for  the  Promotion  of  Engineer- 
ing Education  to  be  held  at  the  University 
of  Virginia  on  May  5  and  6. 

Pofessor  Clinton  H.  Currier  delivered  his 
illustrated  lecture  on  The  Wonders  of  the 
Universe  before  the  Methodist  Ministers' 
Association  of  Providence  on  March  6,  and 
the  Mens'  Club  of  Warren,  R.  I.,  on  March 
27. 

Professor  Raymond  C.  Archibald  of  the 
Department  of  Mathematics  has  been  in 
Rome.  On  April  24  he  lectured  at  the  Uni- 
versity of  Strassburg,  where  he  took  the 
degree  of  doctor  of  philosophy  years  ago. 
On  May  14  he  will  attend  the  seventh  cen- 
tenary of  the  founding  of  the  University  of 
Padua,  where  he  will  be  present  as  a  dele- 
gate on  behalf  of  Brown  University,  and 
on  behalf  of  his  Alma  Mater,  Mt.  Allison 
University,  Nova  Scotia. 
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Henry  Alexander  Laughlin  died  at  his 
home,  Greylock,  Chestnut  Hill,  Philadel- 
phia, March  22,  1922.  He  was  born  in  Pitts- 
burgh, December  12,  1838,  the  son  of  James 
Laughlin,  one  of  the  founders  of  the  pres- 
ent Jones  &  Laughlin  Steel  Company,  and 
Ann  McCully  (Irwin)  Laughlin.  The  year 
after  his  graduation  from  Brown  he  entered 
the  firm  of  Jones  &  Laughlin,  and  all  his 
long  business  life  was  devoted  to  its  inter- 
ests. For  many  years  he  was  chairman  of 
Laughlin  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  and  was  active  in  its 
management  until  the  business  was  ab- 
sorbed by  the  Jones  &  Laughlin  Steel  Com- 
pany in  1900.  He  early  recognized  the  val- 
ue of  the  coal  deposits  on  the  Monongahela 
River  and  foresaw  the  great  advantage  to 
Pittsburgh  from  them.  He  encouraged 
every  movement  looking  foi-ward  to  im- 
provements in  the  navigation  of  the  Mo- 
nongahela Rivei",  and  his  activities  assisted 
in  making  Pittsburgh  one  of  the  world's 
great  coke  producing  centres.  About  12 
years  ago  Mr.  Laughlin  retired  from  active 
participation  in  the  steel  industry  and  re- 
moved his  residence  from  Pittsburgh  to 
Philadelphia.  I^r.  Laughlin  was  a  member 
of  the  Presbyterian  church.  He  was  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Sons  of  the  American  Revolution, 
the  Dxiquesne  Club  of  Pittsburgh,  the  New 
York  Yacht  Club  and  the  Art  Club,  Phila- 
delphia. His  benevolences  and  charities 
were  many  and  widespread  to  public  wel- 
fare institutions.  Mr.  Laughlin  was  mar- 
ried in  1860  to  Alice  B.  Dennison,  of  Pitts- 
burgh, who  died  in  1873.  Two  of  their 
children  are  living,  James  B.  Laughlin  of 
Pittsburgh,  and  Anne  Irwin  Laughlin  of 
Philadelphia.  Another  son,  Rev.  Edward 
Reed  Laughlin,  died  in  1909.  In  1876  Mr. 
Laughlin  married  Mary  B.  Reed  of  Wash- 
ington, Penn.,  who  died  in  1917.  In  addi- 
tion to  his  son  and  daughter  he  leaves  five 
grandchildren,  Ledlie  I.  Laughlin  and  Alice 
D.  Laughlin,  of  Pittsburgh,  and  Henry  A. 
Laughlin  II,  of  Concord,  Mass.;  Ethel  Dale 
Laughlin  and  Edward  R.  Laughlin,  West 
Newton,  Mass.,  and  two  great-grandchil- 
dren, Rebecca  Ledlie  Laughlin  and  Henry 
A.  Laughlin  III,  of  Concord,  Mass.

United  States  District  Court,  says  the 
Detroit  News  of  March  16,  was  halted  for 
one  hour  Wednesday  (March  15)  while  offi- 
cials paid  tribute  to  Jared  W.  Finney, 
United  States  Commissioner,  who  cele- 
brated his  eighty-first  birthday,  and  more 
than  a  half  century  of  sei-vice  to  the  Gov- 


ernment in  Detroit.  Judge  Arthur  J.  Tut- 
tle  presented  Commissioner  Finney  with  a 
bouquet  of  roses  in  the  presence  of  the 
court  officials.  "You  are  no  doubt  the  old- 
est living  United  States  Commissioner  and 
are  reputed  to  be  one  of  the  best  informed 
authorities  on  the  Federal  statutes  and 
court  practice,"  said  Judge  Tuttle.  "You 
have  witnessed  the  birth  of  the  United 
States  District  Court,  and  you  have  been 
intimately  associated  with  the  judges  who 
have  preceded  me  on  this  bench.  "You 
were  a  United  States  Commissioner  when 
I  first  came  to  this  bench,  and  now  I  ap- 
point you  a  United  States  Commissioner  for 
the  remainder  of  your  life."  Commissioner 
Finney  spent  18  years  as  an  assistant 
United  States  district  attorney,  and  served 
eight  months  as  the  district  attorney. 
"When  I  asked  Judge  Tuttle  to  be  relieved 
of  the  burden  of  work  of  the  commis- 
sioner's court  several  years  ago,  he  would 
not  hear  of  me  resigning;  so  I  gained  his 
consent  to  have  J.  Stanley  Hurd  appointed 
an  associate  United  States  Commissioner," 
said  Commissioner  Finney.

Mr.  Lawton  helped  found  the 
University  and  Zeta  Psi  clubs  of  New  York 
city  and  at  one  time  was  Phi  Alpha  (na- 
tional president)  of  the  Zeta  Psi  fraternity. 
For  20  years  he  was  a  summer  visitor  at 
Matunuck,  where  he  had  a  bungalow  on 
Matunuck  Hills.  About  10  years  ago  he 
suffered  a  paralytic  stroke  and  since  had 
lived  at  Wakefield.  Mr.  Lawton  leaves  his 
wife,  Mrs.  Elizabeth  A.  (Evans)  Lawton; 
one  son,  Francis  Lawton,  Jr.,  of  New  York 
city,  and  his  mother,  Mrs.  Isabel  Greene 
Turner  Lawton,  who  will  be  100  years  old
